The dispatch indicates that the 
members of the expedition are safe 
end that it is likely a new attempt to 
teach the pole will be made shortly. 

. The dispatch received here says 
Amundsen used so much fuel that he 
wus unable to continue and after de- 
ecending in latitude 87.10 was forced 
1o return to Spitzbergen. 


Shortage of Gas. 

Latitude 87.10, where the Stock 
hoim dispatch says Amundsen came 
down because of a shortage in his 
supply of «as, is only about 200 rnilles 
from the North Pole anu about 600 
miles from King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, 
where tne expedition took off for the 


flight. 

‘Brlor ‘to the arrival of the Stock- 
holm ‘dispatch the indic.tions were 
that the Amundsen ,planes had re- 
turned to Spitzbergen, Thursday, in 
stead of Tuesday as#ehe Stockholm 
advices have it. Tuesday, mentioned 
in the Stockholm dispatch’ possibly 
may be an error in the transmission 
of the cable. 

If Amundsen's planes have been 
damaged by the ice, there still are 
two other planes in Spitzbergen which 
he and his party can use in another 
attempt to fly to the pole and back. 
These two planes, belonging to the 
Norwegian government expedition 
sent to the north to try 10 locate thu 
missing North Pole expeuition, arriv 
ed at King's Bay, Wednesday from 
Norway. hey were transported from 
Norton on board the steamer Ingertre 
and were put in the water at Advent 
Bay, from which place they flew 
over the glaciers to King’s Bay. The 
Planes are in charge of Lieutenants 
Heim, Styhr and Balchen, and four 
mechanics. 

The machines used by Amundsen 
were "German seaplanes. When ihey 
took off from King’s Bay they had on 
board everything deemed necessary in 
the way of equipment and provisions 
Not the slightest detail was omitted. 
The loaded machines each weighed 
8,000 kilos (6,612 jSounds). The Dor- 
nier Company, which built them, had 
guaranteed them to lift 2,500 kiles 

When Amundsen flew away, the 
Sreatest load in the planes consisted 
of gasoline, Mach machine had on 
board about 6,000 pounds. This 
quantity was considered by Amundsen 
as sufficient tor the expedition to 
reach the pole and return to Spitaber- 
gen, still having a small supply in 
the tanks.

GIVES REPORT 
ON FUNDS SPENT 


‘Senate Committee Says Can- 
teen Moneys Not Spent for 
Unemployment Relief 


FOR OTHER PURPOSES 


Should Have Been Used Only 
In Way to Confer Benefit on 
Ex-Service Men 


OTTAWA, June 18—(By Canadian 
Press) —The senate committee inquir- 
ing into the administration of the 
canteen fund in referrine to money 
granted to the Great War Veterans’ 
Association by the Dominion govern- 
ment, states that “It would not appear 
that any portion of the said sum of 
$130,000 had been spent on unem- 
ployment relief for ex-service men 
and their dependents.” 

The report states that it would ap- 
pear that the whole of the $130,900 
was put into the Dominion Command 
of the Great War Veterans’ Associa- 
tion general fund and that the whole 
of the fund was expended between 
July, 1921, and August 31, 1922. 

The money, states the report, ap- 
pears to have*been used for the ser- 
vices given as follows: 

The Veteran Limited, $46,000; sal- 


aries, $36,653; travelling expense, 
$15,886; loans to provincial com- 
mands, $11,209; postage, telegrams 


and telephones, $6,241; and other ex- 
penses of a similar nature. 

In its findings the committee states 
that the moneys of the canteen fund 
should only have been expended in 
such a way as to confer a direct bene: 
fit upon all ex-service men. 

The committee recommends that 
the whole of the canteen fund he dis- 
posed of in accordance with the acts 
now before patiiament subject only to 
the repayment of the disablement 
fund of $15,000 referred to in the 
committee's report on that fund. 

The report states: 

“The evidence of representatives of 
|other ex-soldier organizations was 
clear on the point that Mr. MacNelil's 
proper duty was to forward these 
cheques to the treasurer of the Dom- 
inion Veterans’ Alliance, Captain H. 
A. H. Jones, of Winnipeg, or to advise 
the members of the Dominion Veter- 
ans’ Alliance executive committee and 
to wait the decision of that body as 


to the disposal of the cheques in 
question.” 

In its finding, the committee 
states: “the committee are of the 


opinion that the conversion of the 
cheques mentioned from the use cf 
the Dominion Veterans’ Alliance to 
the Domigion Command of the G.W. 
V.A. by Mr. MacNeill had the effect of 
defea‘ing the intentions of the min- 
ister and deputy minister of the De- 
partment of Soidiers’ Civil Re-estab- 
lishment and was in violation of the 
terms of the order-in-council of Sep- 
tember 16, 1924." 

The committes recommends that 
the sum of $16,000 be repaid to the 
disablement fund from the canteen 
fund,

He gave Shepherd three test tubes 
full of typhoid bacilli, taught him how 
to slay young McClintock with them, 
pave Shepherd back an incriminating 
letter, demanded $250,000 for his par- 
tictpation in the elimination of “Billy” 


McClintock, was unwilling to accept! 
$200,000 as his part and finally agreed | 


upon $100,000, Faiman told the court. 
Cross-examination elicited that Fal- 
man had been promised “considera- 
tion” by the state’s attorney, and un- 
derstood that meant “immunity.”

THE TROOPS IN CAPE oe BRETON. 


Saskatoon citizens at a mass meeting called for 
the withdrawal of the troops from Cape Breton 
The troops were sent there to stop free-for-all 
fighting between the strikers and employers of 
the steel corporation, and to prevent the destruc- 
tion of mines, stores and stocks. They did that 
and have done nothing more. The Saskatoon de- 
mand is that the war of destructon be allowed to 
proceed without hindrance. What possible good 
could that do the miners or anybedy else? 

Who happens to own the property that was 
being destroyed does not affeet the fact that it 
has to be paid for, and that the miners and the 
public will have to do the paying in the long 
run. The coal deposits belong to the province of 
Nova Scotia and it is property of the people of 
that province that would be made valueless if the 
mines were made unworkable. The stores and 
stoeks belong to the steel company and immedi- 
utely the loss would fall upon that ecorporation. 
Nut nobody need be under the délusion that the 
shareholders are the parties who would ultimate- 
ly stand that loss. The wastage would be charged 
up against the producers of coal and the users of 
steel, and in the long run reduced wages and in- 
creased prices would recoup the company. 

When property is destroyed the community is 
made poorer in exact proportion to its value, and 
every doliar has to be made up out of the pro- 
ceeds of productive industry. Even a communist 
ought to be able to get hold of that elementary 
principle of communism. 


THE FORFEITED PROPERTY QUESTION. 

Alderman Duggan proposes that a committee 
ofithe city council be named to make an exhaus- 
tive study of the question of what to de with the 
land the city has taken over for non-vayment of 
taxes. No harm could come from the enquiry, 
and the result might be something nearer to a 
solution than has vet been found. Hitherto the 
policy has been to hold this confiscated property 
at the prices asked for adjoining property, rather 
than to throw it on the market at cut rates and 
demoralize values generally. That was only fair 
to the property owner who has paid and is pay- 
ing his taxes, at least unless and until he sanctions 
@ contrary course. 

But it has to be admitted that the civie situa- 
tion does not show signs of large improvement. 
Stabilizing values in this way has not made pri- 
vate property saieable’ That it has done mu¢h 
to prevent the sale of the forfeited property may 
he doubted, since the demand is and has been 
alack and sales might not have been more plen- 
tiful at easier rates. If an enquiry of the kind is 
to be made it should be as thorough as possible, 
with special attention to the views of those who 
wre heavily interested in city property and would 
thne be most affected by any change of policy. 
And in any event it would be unfair to reverse 
the practice and slash prices in order to unload 
without first giving the property-owners an op- 

whunity to declare their will at a plebiscite. 
Siete they are the parties whose interests are at 
stake they should have the final ‘‘say’’ as to whe- 
ther any radical change is to be made in the 
present policy. 


WHY NOT ENFORCE THE RULES? 


Twenty-seven of the larger powers, including 
Great Britain, the United States, France, Japan, 
Ttaly Germany bave agreed to not use poison

teen of them, including those cited, have also sign- 
ed the protocol by which the traffic in arms is to 
be put under license and carried on in the light 
of publie The Geneva conference has thus 
brought results thar were to be hoped for. 
Even showld mone cf the other countries accept 
these restricting conventions the signatories ean 
make them Inw of the world if they ehoose 
and have the moral courage to do so.

the traffic in weapons and munitions to whatever 
extent is necessary to assure peace? Allowing a 
““backward"’ country to use poison gas and to 
import arms under cover of secrecy is much like 
admitting the right of a thug to use a chloroform- 
ed handkerchief and tote a revolver. If law and 
order are to prevail among nations as among 
individuals there is as much warrant to employ 
force in the one case as in the other to compel 
compliance with the necessary restraints upon 
individual choice. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST ‘'T. B."’ 

Tubrreulosis is a disease which attacks both 
humans and the lower animals. It takes a heavy 
toll of human life in Canada every year. It also 
preys upon cattle in all parts of the Dominion, 
end to an extent which makes it the chief menace 
of that branch of farming. It is what might be 
expected that the National Research Council and 
the Dominion Department of Agriculture are 
joining forees to find the best way to combat the 
alsease, among people and among animals. Whe- 
ther this is to be done by immunizing individuals 
against infection, or by treating those who have 
become infected, remains to be discovered, Pre- 
vention is, of course, preferable to cure, and if 
a Wey can be found to render a person or an 
énimal or both immune from attack the eradica- 
tion of the enemy will be within sight. The next 
best result of the inquiry would be a remedy 
which would destroy the germs in an organism on 
Which they ave aiready secured a grip. 

The methods by which human _ beings ar 
treated for the ailment are fairly well known. 
They consist mainly in the adoption of ways of 
living which most tend to strengthen the consti 
tution and enable it to combat the disease. Little 
progress has thus far been made in the treatment 
of animals, at least on a seate applicable to the 
varying farm conditions under which eattle are 
raised in Canada. Practically the efforts of 
Government has been confined to ah attempt to 
get rid of infected animals and thus protect 
healthy ones against contamination. Inspectors 
are sent about the eonniry io “‘ciean up’’ herds 

‘'wbereular animals are killed and the remains 
destroyed, and the herd owner is given a ¢er- 
tifieate that his cattle are free of the disease. The 
Government pays for the destroyed animals, up 
to a fixed price. The effect is to check the spread 
of the malady, not to affect a cure of its victims. 
That the plan has been largely effective as a 
vheck is not to be doubted. But at best it is a 
defensive measure. and a costly oie. Whether 
the loss falls upon the public treasury or upon the 
individual farmer. the cattle whieh aad weeded 
out represent a total loss of wealth ; anda handicap 
also to the farmer who is thus disappointed and 
halied in the effort to build up a herd of dairy 
or beef cattle. 

There will be universal and most sincere hope 
that by the united efforts of the Council and the 
Department experts some means may be found 
which will put an end to the menace, both as 
regards human beings and domestic animals. Nor 
will there be any quibbling about the spending 
of any reasonable amount of money in the 
attempt. The victories of science over disease are 
1 ot to he won except at a price, of money as well 
as of time, investigation, study and thought. That 
the Department of Agricuiture is co-operating 
may he taken to mean that the Government is 
making the fight its own and will provide the 
sinews of war in any measure that seems neces- 
sary. With official aid and funds with which to 
carry on, it will be surprising if within say five 
years the investigators do not tell us that ‘‘T. B,”’ 
need no longer be allowed to cut short the span 
of human life or play havoc with the farm herds 
of the Dominion.
